New State Law on 


Drunken Driving 


Rent Issue Showdown 


Act 255 of the 1949 General As- 
sembly is a new approach to the 
problem of how to punish drunken 
automobile drivers. It provides: 
" 1. Oh a first conviction the driv- 
er shall be fined not less than $100 
and/or imprisoned not less than 
three days and not more than 30, 
and his driver's license shall be re- 
voked for 30 days. 


2. On a third conviction the driv- 


er'is subject to a $100 fine and a 
jail sentence of 30 days to one 
year, and his license shall be re- 
voked for a full year. 
3. Forfeiture of bond, for the pur- 


poses of this law, counts as a con- 
viction. 
"4. Justices of the peace and mu 


nicipal judges arc required by the 
an abstract of 
new act to file 
drunken driving 
cases with the 
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Commissioner of Revenues at Little 
Rock; and for failure to do so thn 
official "shall be deemed guilty of 
misfeasance in office, ana on in- 
dictment and conviction therefor, 
shall be by the circuit court re- 
moved from office." 
•That is the new law, and in its 
attempt to get really tough with 
drunken drivers we find it to be 


& en'tirely praiseworthy. Arkansas is 


too lenient. Other states put driv- 
ers in jail and revoke their licenses 
on the slightest suspicion of drunk- 
enness. But we suffer from the fa- 
miliar paradox: 
Sections which 


vote "dry" but drink "wet" don t 
enforce the laws of common safety 
half so well as the big cities, where 
a citizen may take a drink but is 
held strictly accountable for his 
actions.

The 
progress 
of 
rent-control 


legislation in the congress has gone 
from bad to worse, according to 
the 
administration's 
viewpoint. 


First, the house passed a bill giv- 
ing cities "home rule" on whether 
to keep rent control or drop 11; and 
now the senate is favoring a simi- 
lar idea, providing that a state 
may drop rent control if the gov- 
ernor certifies that the state has 
its own adequate law on the sub- 
ject. 
All this goes down in the record 


as a rebuff for the Truman ad- 
ministration — but I wonder if the 
/president doesn't have it coming 
to him. 
Why try, in peacetime, to hang 


on to all,.the arbitrary powers that 
were granted solely for' the dura- 
tion of the war? 
The plain fact is that rent, control 


was justified during the war solely 
because the government "had for- 
bidden private house construction, 
•which created a monopoly in the 
housing that already existed. 


Today there are no restrictions 


on construction — and absolutely 
no justification for continuing fed- 
eral rent control.

4 More Nations 
Line Up to Sign 
Defense Pact 


By the Associated Press 
Four more nations were expected 


loday to line up under the North 
Atlantic defense alliance, details of 
which will finally be made public 
tomorrow. 


Denmark, Iceland, Portugal and 


Italy were invited today to 
join 


the United States and seven other 
nations in the pact—a treaty de- 
signed to curb aggression. 


Inclusion of Italy would be a 


triumph for France and the United 
States. 


Britain, abbetted by Canada and 


the low countries, has objected that 
Italy's entry might extend the al- 
liance too far southward and ex- 
pose the members to unnecessary 
risk. 


The American and French 


ernments 
contended that 
Italy's 


pro-western outlook and her stra- 
tegic position make it necessary to 
include .her. 


In Rome, Communist members 


of the chamber of deputies held 
up a vote on the treaty with an 
all-night talking marathon. 


Demanding their right to speak 


as they voted, each Communist anc 
extreme left:" winger assailed • the 
pact, which: has been bitterly pp 
posed by Soviet Russia. 


Seven nations originally formec 


the nucleus of the proposed alii 
ance; Belgium. Canada, France 
^Luxembourgh, Holland, Britain anc 
j the United States.

The pact would commit each o 


the signatories to join in resistini 
an attack on any one of them.

U. S.r Mexico 
Probe Leak of 
Uranium 


Mexico City, March 17. —(UP) 


-A leak in U. S. atomic security 
through which at least one piece 
of refined uranium was smuggled 
to Mexico is under 
investigation 


by American and Mexican secret 
agents, the United Press learned 
today. 


Mexican authorities 
found the r 
uranium—a cylinderical slug about;),; 
2 1-2 inches long, an inch in dl! 
ameter and weighing 220 grams — 
in the possession to a Mexican de- 
tained by a highway patrolman on 
a routine matter. 
It was. not known whether any 


other atomic material has 
been 


smuggled out of the United States, 
It was learned that FBI BRents in 
the United States arc working on 
two leads which they hoped would 
disclose origin of the leak. 


Scientific analysis of the contra- 


band uranium found here indicated 
that it probably was stolen from a 
laboratory somewhere in the chain 
of U. S. atomic energy production. 


The case of the smuggled -urani- 


um, one of the principal ingredi- 
ents of the atomic bomb, included 
alleged "torture" of one would-be 
seller, an offer to procure more 
than $1,000,000 worth of the 
ma- 
terial and a cloak-and-dagger type 
investigation 
involving agents of 


the U. S. and Mexican 
govern- 


ments,
